_1ZE WESTERN CANADA AND 
DEVELOP ALL RESOURCES 


Suggested Thet the Advertising of 
Western Canada be Centred in One 
Organization, Having as its Slogan 
“Ten Million For Western Canada 
in the Next Ten Years.” 
Arrangements are being completed 


for a convention in the city of North} 


Battleford, to which there is being 
invited representativts of the Do- 
minion government the governments 
of the various provinces, from the 
various railway companies, the cities 
and towns and in addition, all those 
who are interested in the promulga- 
tion of and carrying out of this 
scheme, which ‘s to build an empire 
with a population of 10,000,00C peo- 
ple at least, and the accomplishment 
of that end in ten years. This coloni- 
zation conventio: will be a most in- 
teresting meeting and the outcome 
will be awaited with interest by one 
and all. The North Battleford board 
of trade has issued an announcement 
in reference to thic convention as fol- 
lows: 

Western Canada must have a popu- 


lation of 10,000,000 people within the | 


next ten years. This, and the way to 
accomplis it, is interesting news, 
and the very adoption of suci a 
slogan as 10,000,000 in ten years is a 
splendid goal to aim for. 

Providing the men and women of 
Western Canada will devote their at- 
tention and energies towards a com- 
prehensive und united scheme for the 
establishment of an empire, with 4 
population of 10,000,000 people, bound- 
ed on the east by the great lakes 
and the Hudson Bay ports, and on the 
west by the Pacific ocean with its 
splendid harbors, and keeping in 
mind continuously the opening of the 
Panama canal, it will be accomplich- 
ed. 

We have all the facilities at our 
disposal for the building of the grand- 
est empire which either ancient or 
modern history has ever known. The 
opportunities are waiting at orr 
hands.

In the year 1913, the province of 
Alberta produced 4.306.346 tons of 
coal. Lethbridge, including the dis- 
trict within one hunc-ed miles of this 
city, produced 3,)00,000 tons, or 66 
per cent. of the total output of the 

]rovince. 

Allowing forty tons to the car, the 
output of tht Crow’s Nest Pass for 
the year in car‘oads, was 70,000 or 
1,400 trainloads, allowing 2.000 tons 
to each train. Lethbridge alone pro- 
vides tonnege for 3872 trains each 
year, on the 13 basis of production. 

The total number of mer. employed 
in the coal mines of Alberta * 1s 
8,068 anl of thi number, the mines 
in the Pass ‘icluding Lethbridge and 
Taber, employed 4,368, or 54.2 per 
cent. of the total.

from November, 1784, to January,

Dangers of Celluloid 


The precautions necessary in handl- 
ing articles made of celluloid have 
been emphasized in the report of a 
committee appointed by the British 
government to inquire into the sub- 
ject. The committee recommends 
that all articles made of this  sub- 
stance be marked, “Inflammable.” 

Undoubtedly the manufacture and 
storing of celluloid need to be brought 
under public control. Last year, a 
fire in Moore Lane, London, Eng., 
started by celluloid, cost the lives 
of nine girl workers. Not counting 
cinematograph films, of which enor- 
mous quantities are now in existence, 
hundreds of articles are now made 
of celluloid, and very often the users 
are ignorant of their composition. The 
marking of these articles “Inflam- 
mable” would call attention to the 
danger and lead people to take great- 
er care in their use. Where large 
quantities are stored, almost as much 


care should be taken as with gaso- 
line.

Interest on Pre- 


Abolished. 


Minister of the Interior 
Announces Important Changes 


Farmers of the Bow Island district 
will be extremely glad to hear that 
the Minister of the Interior has de- 
cided to in future abolish the interest 
on pre-emptions. 

This decision was come to on Mon- 
day morning, when speeches had 
been delivered by W. A. Buchanan 
and others interested in what is ter- 
med the pre-emption country. 

The Minister of the Interioy in mak- 
ing this announcement, also moved 
an amendment which provides that 
interest will be paid only upon such 
payments as ave in arrears. 


The Cities of the 
Future. 


That the town-planning movement 
in Canada bas come to stay and will 
have to be reckoned with in the fu- 
ture is demonstrated by the fact that 
it has already engaged the attention 
of several of our provincial legisla- 
tures, The year 1912 saw comprehen- 
sive town-planning acts passed in 
New Brunswick and Nova Scotia, and, 
last year, Alberta led the way for the 
Western Provinces, Ontario also 
has an act applitable to cities with a 
population of 50,000 and upwards. 

At the forthcoming International 
Conference on City Planning, Toron- 
to, May 25-27, a draft town-planning 
act, which it is hoped will be a model 
for all Canadian provinces, will be 
submitted to the delegates present by 
a special committee appointed by the 
Commission of Conservation, Frank 
criticism and full discussion of this 
proposed act WIL be daaitedensdiher 
being amended in accordance with 
the resolutions of the Conference, co- 
pies will be sent to each provincial 
government, urging them to enact 
legislation along the lines proposed. 

As now drafted, the bill provides 
for the preparing and carrying out of 
town-planning projects by a Local 
Board in each city or town, subject to 
the approval of a Central ‘Town-plan- 

ning Board for the whole province, 

Projects will apply chiefly to land 

likely to be used for building pur- 

poses, but may, in certain cireum- 
stances, include land already built up- 
jon or land unsuitable for building.

Potato Diseases. 


There has been issued by the De- 
partment of Agriculture, at Ottawa, 
aw remarkably well executed folder, 
Farmers’ Circular No, 4, entitled 
"Potato diseases transmitted by the 
use of unsound tubers,” showing in 
natural colors, representations of spe- 
cimens of diseased potatoes, Diseases 
and other blemishes repyesented are 
potato canker, powdery scab, hollow 
potato, internal brown streak, little 
potato disease, dry rot, wet rot, com- 
mon potato scab, and stem end rot, 
Special reference is made to potato 
canker and powdery scab, the latter 
of which ovéurs already in Canada 
and should be carefully avoided. The 
folder points out that, under the des- 
tructive Insect and Pest Act of Cana- 
da, any person using for seed potatoes 
infected by potato canker or powdery, 
|seab is liable to prosecution, Potata
